From the Gemp at Bretin, Sept.io. ine Night between 
the amd och, the ‘Lrenches were mounted by the 
vival Nuuber ot Jatcuilions; of the Sir Richard 
Temple was the commanding Urigadier, and the Re- 
giinents of Godfrey aud Engoldsby were on Dury. Tie 
iougements on the Saillast Aagies of the Counters 
fcarp of the Hornworks and Tenaille were pertccted, 
aad on the Left a Battery was rais’d to ruine the jaid 
Tenalle, which is on the Deule between the two At- 
tacks. A Souterrain was begun likewife, for piercing 
into the Cover’d-Way, and "twas finifh’d the gth at 
Night. Alfo a Bevtery was made on the Rignt, to ruine 
intirely the Hornwork ; and at the Angle of the Couns 
tericarp of chat Work, a Defccut was made in two 
places into the Cover'd-Way. The Night between the 
9th and reth the Trenches were relievd by 10 Battal- 
lions as before, thofe of Lalo and Sabin being two of 
them. The Communication of our Works was con« 
tinued along the Pallifades. The Encmy made a Sally 
that Night with abcut i200 Men, co endeavour to 
nai! our Cannon which are advanced to the Glacis, and 
to ‘evel our foremoft Works; but were immediately 
repulsd with Lots. The 8ti the Enemy advane'd 
with their Forragers withia almo‘t a Mile of the Duke 
of Marlborough’s Quarter at Pretin: Immediately 
two Englith Battallions, [ sofe of Temple and How, | were 
order’d to their Arcus, and marci’d direftly againit the 
Enemy, repuls’d them as far as Ennevelin where they 
potted themfelves in the Cafile, which is encoimpats’d 
with Walls and two Ditches. Our Men refolv’d to beat 
them eurof it, and attack’d them about an Hour; buc 
the Enemy caus’d all the Grenadiers.and the Piquer of 
6 Brigades,whichencamp before their Army near Ponta 
Marque,to advance : Whereupon it being confider’d rhat 
that Poft could not be forc’d without Artillery, and 
without fupportiug our two Battallions with all our 
Infantry, which »as not judg’d convenient, thofe Bat- 
tallions were call’d off; after they had continually 
charg’d the Enemy, and hinderdthem from advancing 
a-Foot, tho’ they were 4 times Stronger. Of thofe 
Battallions 3 or 4 Officers were Kill’d, and others 
wounded ; and about12e Men difabled. The 1oth 
in the Morning the Enemy made a fmal! Motion, ad- 
vancing their Right, which was ftretch’d towards 
Birfee, nearer to Pont a Marque, to maintain that Poft 
and that of the Gaftle of Ennevelin. Our Intrenchment 
is now finifh’d, and the Artillery is plac’d on it at the 
Places neceflary. The Duke of Marlborough is gone 
te Day to dine with Prince Eugene.Thurfday or Friday 
‘tis hop’d all will be ready before Lifle, for giving a 
general Affault on the Town. 

From the Army of the Allics commanded by the Duke 
of Mariborough, encamp’d at Fretin, Sept. 13. My 
Lord Duke had an Account the 11th laftant in the 
Morning, that the Exemy’s Army were advancing 
towards us;. and about Noon he had a further Ac- 
count that Part of their Troops were come into the 
Plain before the Village of Antie, which being Gruate 
near. the Centre of our Intrenchments, his Grace had 
caus’d the Brigadiers Evans and Wertmuller to be~ 
pofted there with two Brigades of Foor, and Works | 
to be thrown up for its Defence. Hereupon our 
Army ftood to their Arms, and.were foon joyn’d 


- by Prince Eugene with the fame Number of Bat- - 


rallions and Squadrons which he brought cn the 5th 
from the Siege. The Enemy having rais’d a Bat- 
tery of Artillery againft the faid Village, began a-_ 
bout 4 in the Afternoon to fire upon it, and conti--. 
nu’d firing till ic was dark. My Lord Duke, Prince 
Biugene, and M. d’ Auverquerque kept in the Field 
al} thac Night. The 12th sbour 7 in the Morning 
the Enemy renew'd their Fire on the Village, and 
continn'd it moft part of the Day ; yet witbout da- 
maging the Works caft up for its Defence, or killing 


the-Enemy’s Army extended their Right to the 
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Marque, and their Left to Seclin: And to Day 
have lain quiet and ftorborn Canpdnading. This 
Morning Prince Eugene recurn’d with his Troops to 
the Sicge. We have Intelligence, that M. de Cha- 
millard arriv’d in the Enemes Army the roth, and 
went back to Court Yefterday. We were joyn’d 
Yelterday by the Earl of Albemarle with his 30 
Squadrons, with which he had been fent to fecure 
ouc Convoy from Srvif:'s: He has lege that Con- 
voy fafe at Menin. We are encamp'd in a Manner 
proper to receive the Enemy if they make any fur-

Brufzis, Sept. 13. We weie in no hile Pain for 
2 Gcnvoy of 400 Wapgons laden wich Ammunition, 
and 9 Cannon, which went froin hence the Sth with a 
Detachment of this Garrilon. Buc the rich at Noon 
M. Paical our Governour retura’d hither with the De- 
tachment, after he had feen that Coavoy to a Place of 
Safety : For it feces, the Duke of Varlborousn having 
Intelligence that Detachments from tac Enemy's Army 
and from their Body lefe at Ghent under the Count de 
Ja Mocthe, were marcird to endeavour to intercept that 
Convoy, his Grace fent thy ar! of Albemarle with 30 
Squadrons to meet it, which he did at Gramont and 
thence guarded it tro Audenarde. Afivon as the Enemy 
heard it was arciv'd at Audenarde, they return’d to the 
Places from whence they came. We are preparing to 
fend another Convoy, greater than the former. Since 
the taking of the Countericarp of Lifle, 2 Batteries 
have been rais’d, to ruiné the- Works on both Sides in 
Order to the tiorming of the Bresch. The Marfhal 
de Boufflers has made ttrong [ntvenchments behind it, 
that he may ftand a general Afiaule ; and according te 
the Report of Deitrters he has faid, that hs is refolv'd 
to die there with his Sword in his Hand. The coming 
of M. de Chamillard to the Enemy's Army, has occa- 
fion’'d various Rumours; fome fay he brought Or- 
ders from the King for rifquing a fet Bactie ; others,that 
thofe Orders are for the Princes'to leave the Army, and 
refign the Command of it folely to the Duke of Ven- 
dome ; and others that this Minifter is empower'd to 
make Propoiitions of Peace. :

_ Paris, Sept. 10: By feveral Couriers our Court have 
Advice of the Lofs of the Counterfcarp of Lifle; after 
a bloody Action of 4 Hours; and the Enemy's

that ‘tis judg’d almoft impoflible for the Duke of Bur- 
gundy to relieve the Place? Yet "tis given out he will 
certainly attempt it. In the mean while our Court is in 
great Perplexity and Uneafinefs, and hold frequent 
Councils of War, at which the Princés of the Blood’ 
and Marfhals of France conftantly affift. The general Ru- 
mour is, that the King has fent pofitive Order to the~ 
Duke of Burgundy, to hazard a Battle; and therefore - 
the publick Prayers are continu'd without ceafing, and: 


the Churces are fo throng’d that ’tis difficult to find:

The Fleet fromi New 
Spain which is arriv’d at Port Paffage, confifts of 
8 Ships ; viz. the Capitana, the Arhirante, and the 
Perache, with Silver; and 5 Ships with Merchan- 
dize; all from Vera-Cruz; but no Regifter-Ship 
is come with this Fleet. They had 13 Men of War 
for their Convoy. All the Silver, whether belong- 
ing to the King or private Men, together with all 
the richeft Goods, as Cochinel and Indigo, will be 
landed at Paffage, and carried up to Madrid; but 
the groffer Commodities will be kept on board the 
Ships ; which are to fail to Cadix. The Indulto
